Living Costs?

of inflation that makes balancing 
your family budget so tough today. 
They fear that new deficits now 
building up will be the cause of 
your getting into even a tighter 
bind. 
Economists differ on what the 
government can and should do to 
offset this inflation or to keep it 
within bounds. 
Current d e f i c i t goes back to 
a combination o fsputniks and re­ 
cession. Sputnik triggered a quick

corporate incomes and to some 
extent on personal incomes. Even 
with tax relief hopes out the win­ 
dow, Treasury collections are off 
Combine more defense spending

The classic way that Treasury 
deficit financing leads to inflation, 
with all its woes of a rising cost 
of living and a shrinking dollar, 
is this: 
To raise the IO to 12 billion dol­ 
lars of new money the Treasury 
now believes it must have this 
fiscal year, it apparently plans to 
borrow 
from 
the 
commercial 
banks. The federal reserve sys­ 
tem will see that they have enough 
money to lend the Treasury by 
increasing the numey supply. 
The 
added 
treasury 
securities 
the banks take on are regarded 
much the same as cash and will 
make it possible for them to ex­ 
tend much more credit to any bus­ 
iness taking off on an inflationary 
toot. 
The classic case of too much 
money ready and willing to chase 
after goods will be with us again 
as in the early postwar years. But 
this time there will be too few 
goods only if demand should rise 
above the present over capacity 
to produce. 
The federal government will be 
putting into the economy perhaps 
12 billion more dollars than it will 
be taking out in taxes. State and 
local governments also are bor­ 
rowing to spend.

Some estimate that by the final 
months of this year the three lev­ 
els of government will be spending 
at an annual rate of nearly 95 
billion dollars, or 6la billion more 
than a 
your ago. Much of the 
spending will be on the cuff—in­ 
flationary. 
What can hold this in check4 
lf business recovery is enough 
to raise corporate earnings 
sub­ 
stantially, the Treasury will rake 
in more and cut its deficit some. 
If an over enthusiastic business 
recovery 
sires 
speculation, 
the 
Fed could turn from easy money 
to tight money and try to dry up 
as 
much of the new 
Treasury 
money in tile commercial banks as 
possible 
The administration, which speed 
rd up the pace of government 
spending to ease the 
recession, 
could slacken the outgo again. 
Congress could cut back some of 
the spending programs it passed 
or is still considering as anti-re­ 
cession measures.

! Veterans Memorial Hall here. 
“The 
delegates 
will 
pool 
the 
findings of their local conferen­ 
ces,” Kimmey explained. ’‘They 
will report on the particular prob­ 
lems of their school systems. They 
will compare ideas 
about what 
can and should he done locally 
and at other governmental levels 
to produce the kind of education 


people 
want for the 
youth 
of 
Ohio.” 
Result! of the meetings will bt 
made available in a report for the 
Legislature, state board of educa­ 
tion, local achool boards, parent 
and civic groups, teacher* and ad­ 
ministrators and the public. 
Kimmey 
explained 
the 
local 
committees will be formed from 
a broad cross section of the com­ 
munities and that all their meet­ 
ings will bt open to the public. 
He said more than 400 such 
committees have been formed so 
far. The goal if 600 to embrace 
all the state's 1,060 school dis­ 
tricts. 
Th* first local committee meet­ 
ing will be tonight in Mount Ver­ 
nier A number of meetings will 
I be held this month, but most of 
the committees will hold sessions 
in September. 
Dr. E. E. Holt, state superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, ex­ 


pressed hope that the meetings 
will give the people of Ohio fac­ 
tual information for use in solv­ 
ing school problems. 
Holt said ,an adequate number 
of teachers for the rapidly increas­ 
ing numb - of pupils is one of the 
problems that need solution. 
Lewis E. Harris, executive sec­ 
retary of the Ohio School Boards’ 
Assn , said the number of school 
bond issues turned down by voters 
is causing concern. 
"School boards can do nothing 
without public support,” he assert­ 
ed. "They look on the conference 
as a way to get things done.” 
O’Neill predicted the meetings 
will strengthen schools at the lo­ 
cal level. He said: "People at the 
local meetings will find the weak­ 
nesses at their own schools, and 
how they can be cured. At the 
state meeting, they will hear from 
the whole state the answers to 
school needs.”

’ WASHINGTON (AP)-President 
Eisenhower's news conference this 
-week—his first since the Mideat 
crisis began—was short on solid 
answers but long on five things 
which have consistently marked 
his news conferences. 
These were a high moral tone, 
generalities rambling sentences, 
vagueness on some very impor­ 
tant issues, and an apparent de­ 
sire not to offend various groups 
and factions rn the United States. 
Since taking office rn 1953 Fi- 
•anhower has repeatedly moral- 
ired on issues. Wednesday, de­ 
fending this country against Soviet 
charges of Mideast aggression, he 
talked at length about freedom 
and liberty for small nations 
But he was far from specific 
when it came to explaining his ad­ 
ministration a ideas for maintain­ 
ing tranquility and stability rn the 
ares. To quote his ow* words, ht 
said he would have to talk “in 
the generality.” 
When 
Eisenhower 
speaks 
he 
sounds emphatic and positive even 
when he* generalizing. But when 
.hi* words ire examined later in 
transcript it is often difficult to 
be sure of exsctly what he means. 
This is because he has a habit 
of letting his sentences ram ble- 
scrambling them by starting sen­ 
tences within sentences snd le n ­ 
in# them unfinished. This was 
particularly aoparent in about his 
first two White House years.

Asked if he had any plans to 
head off tension in the South in 
the upcoming school year by per­ 
sonal action, talks or instructions 
to th# Justice Department, he 
said: 
He hadn’t planned any soeeches. 
He had long tried to point out 
that “mer* law” will never solve 
the problem and that he believes 
“we have got to look within our­ 
selves ”

as he has always been careful 
in his public statements rn this
